Handgun Debate 
A rises Again 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
crack of gunfire has once again 
ignited 
congressional 
debate 
over tougher gun control laws. 
The administration is sticking 
fast to its proposal to outlaw 
only the small, cheap handguns 
commonly known as ‘‘Saturday 
night specials.” 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass , wants to require licens­ 
ing and registration of hand­ 
guns and their owners. 
Others call for a total ban on 
the ownership of handguns by 
anyone except the police. 
The attem pt on Ford’s life 
Monday 
in 
San 
Francisco 
started new calls for action on 
stringent 
handgun 
control 
proposals which have long been 
bogged down in Senate and 
House committees 


The National Rifle Associa 
tion, which has strongly op 
posed any laws limiting gun 
ownership, called it a ‘‘tidal 
wave of hysterical outcries for 
additional gun controls.” 


Kennedy, whose brother Ro­ 
bert’s assassination in 1968 led 
to enactment of a gun control 
law, asked, “Must we suffer a 


serious national tragedy again, 
before we redeem our pledge of 
leadership?” 


Rep. John Conyers, D Mich, 
chairman of the House Judici­ 
ary Subcommittee on Crime, 
introduced a bill to make it 
illegal for anyone — except law 
enforcement personnel — to 
own or possess a handgun and 
would carry penalties of up to 
five years in prison.

law 
bans

importation of Saturday night 
specials, but a loophole allows 
their parts to be imported and 
reassembled. 


A bill by Sen. Birch Bayh, D- 
Ind , would plug that loophole 
and ban the manufacture and 
sale of small handguns in this 
cf *nt y.

It may well be that there is twice as much crim e as is 
reported to police. Or there may be one and a half times as 
much, or even three times as much. Nobody really knows 
— or ever will know with great accuracy. But there does 
seem to be no doubt that there is considerable more 
serious crim e in the United States as a whole — and in 
most individual communities — than is ever reported to 
police.

BRUSSELS (U PI) - Will the 
oil-producing nations raise the 
world’s oil prices again when 
they meet in Vienna this week? 
And 
will 
it 
make 
any 


I difference to how much we all 


I pay for oil? 
Ministers 
of 
the 
16-nation 
Organization of Petroleum E x ­ 
porting Countries are to meet 
in 
special 
session, 
opening 
Wednesday, in OPEC headquar­ 
ters in Vienna. 
At their last meeting in June, 
the ministers decided to “read­ 
just crude oil prices as from 
Oct. I,” the day OPEC’s self- 
imposed 
nine-month 
price 
freeze expires. 
Some OPEC nations—the so­ 
called “radicals” led by Al­ 
geria, Libya, Iraq and Venezue­ 
la—want to raise oil prices by 
35 per cent. 
They say 
this 
would barely make up for the 
inflation over the past year in 
the cost of industrial goods they 
import from the West. 
Iran was the original advo­ 
cate of a 35 per cent increase 
But it appears to have backed 
off, in the face of Western 
warnings that a raise this big 
would 
throttle 
the 
West’s 
recovery from recession. With­ 
out this recovery, OPEC’s oil 
sales to the West will remain 
low. 
Iran and Kuwait—another big 
producer—now seem more like­ 
ly to press for an increase of 


I about 15 per cent. The other oil- 
j soaked 
sheikhdoms 
of 
the 
I Persian Gulf probably will go 
along with this. 
But Saudi Arabia, the biggest 
oil exporter of all, has been 
persuaded that any increase 
would 
throw 
the 
Western 
economies into another tizzy, 
and that OPEC itself would 
suffer in the long run. The 
Saudis therefore want no raise 
at all. 
These 
contradictions 
leave 
plenty 
of 
elbow 
room 
for 
compromise. 
Most 
experts 
expect 
an 
increase of about IO per cent in 
the 
“benchmark” 
price 
of 
crude Saudi Arabian light oil, 
against which all the others are 
measured. This would raise the 
price of this “bench” oil from 
$10.46 
per 
barrel 
to 
about 
$11.50. 
On its face, this would add 
about $10 billion per year to the 
world’s already staggering oil 
bill. But things are not always 
what they seem. 
Many nations already charge 
more than $10.46 per barrel.

Many OPEC nations, faced 
with falling income over the 
past year because of the oil 
surplus, have already begun 
price-shaving by cutting these 
premiums. If it wanted, OPEC 
could raise its “bench” price 
by IO per cent and eliminate 
most of the premiums—leaving 
the price to consuming nations 
more or less untouched. 
The OPEC nations theoreti­ 
cally could decree a price rise 
this week, but postpone it until 
the end of the year. 
Or they could carry out their 
threat to stop quoting oil prices 
in 
U.S. dollars and use an 
artificial currency called Spe­ 
cial Drawing Rights (SD R s) 
instead, then set the SDR price 
low 
enough 
to

Why should OPEC, having 
quadrupled

World demand for oil has 
been low for a year now—

and conservation—but mostly 
because of the recession. 
OPEC had expected demand 
to revive by now. But apart 
from some indication that oil 
companies 
are 
building 
up 
stocks before the winter, that 
has not happened OPEC daily

This means that some OPEC 
nations—such

Southern Indiana Program

Knight, assistant director of the 
natural resources, environment 
and energy section of the U.S. 
Cham ber of Commerce The 
letter said the rules, which 
would make new growth in the 
specified areas almost impossi­ 
ble, 
had 
been 
promulgated 
recently by adrninstrative regu­ 
lation. 
It 
added 
that 
both 
chambers of Congress were 
considering 
legislation 
that 
would give more force to the 
regulations, making them in 
effect law 
A map accompanying the 
letter showed a large section of 
southern and central Indiana 
blocked out because of the 
Hoosier National Forest, whose 
two sections cover parts of IO 
counties 
Orr emphasized that he had 
not 
had 
a 
chance, 
since 
returning from a South Ameri­ 
can trade mission last week, to 
check out details of the points 
raised in the letter, but was 
very disturbed by its contents.

Senate farm leaders hauled 
the argument into public view 
Tuesday in a letter to President 
Ford suggesting the minimum 
Soviet purchase be pegged at 8 
million tons instead of the 5 
million ton 
floor favored by 
some administration officials. 
They said the 8 million ton 
figure is close to the average of 
actual .Soviet purchases over 
the past four years. 


The Senate farm bloc propos­ 
al 
generally 
reflected 
the 
thinking of many officials in the 
Agriculture and State depart­ 
ments. administration sources 
said. Some economic officials 
have argued for the lower floor, 
presumably 
as 
a 
precaution 
against possible pressure to­ 
ward 
higher 
domestic 
food 
prices. 


Ford launched the move for a 
U.S.-Soviet 
grain 
deal 
after 
extending until mid-October a 
moratorium 
on 
1975 
Soviet 
purchases which already have 
reached about IO million tons. 


The move was partly aimed 
at mollifying union leaders who 
threatened to embargo Russian 
shipments 
Officials 
said 
it 
would minimize the impact of 
Russian 
buying 
on 
domestic 
and world food markets and 
substitute a fairly even flow of 
grain 
for 
the 
boom -and-bust 
pattern of Soviet grain pur­ 
chases in recent years. 


After Undersecretary of State 
Charles 
Robinson 
returned 
from 
a 
negotiating 
trip 
to 
Moscow and reported prospects 
for an agreement were good, 
governm ent 
sources 
said 
negotiators had been talking in 
general terms about a Soviet 
pledge to buy at least 5 million 
tons of grain annually with a 
tentative ceiling of 8 million 
tons. 


The sources said this plan 
would allow the Soviets to seek 
even more grain when neces­ 
sary,

But sources said Tuesday the 
administration policy is not yet 
fixed on specific numbers. 


Shift From Oil To Coal 
Says Candidate Carter 


NEW YORK (U F I) - Jim my 
Carter, seeking the Democratic 
presidential 
nomination, 
said 
Tuesday he believes the United 
States must change its priori­ 
ties 
in 
efforts 
to 
meet 
its 
energy needs 
“ We need to shift away from 
oil toward coal,” said Carter, a 
nuclear physicist who served on 
nuclear submarines in the Navy 
and says he has “operated IO 
or 12 nuclear plants in their 
experim ental phases." 
The form er Georgia governor 
said recent estimates indicate 
the nation has oil reserves for 
no more than 30 years but that 
it 
has 
enough 
coal 
for 
200 
years. 
But he said, “ Our energy 
policy is now being derived 
exclusively from the major oil 
companies.” 
He said the oil companies 
currently own 70 per cent of 
existing coal mines and “their 
pressure now is to lease the 
balance of the nation’s coal 
reserves.” 
C arter said the oil companies' 
purpose is to gain control of as 
much coal as possible while the 
government develops methods 
of converting coal to pipeline 
gas and heating fuel such as 
the 
current 
government-con 
tracted project for a m ajo r 
experim ental conversion plant 
in the Midwest. 
“ Their 
hope 
is 
that 
the 
federal government will solve 
the problem of making gasifica­ 
tion and liquification feasible,” 
Carter said. 
But he said he believed such 
processes 
would 
be 
“ very 
costly” compared to coal itself 
and would be imposed “ at the 
expense 
of 
the 
American 
people.” 
Instead. 
Carter 
said, 
“ the 


m ajor thrust ought to be in the 
use of coal in its present form .” 


Carter said that by the turn 
of the century, solar energy 
might provide 20 per cent of the 
nation's fuel requirements, par 
tic u la rly 
in 
of 
home 
heating, and that nuclear power 
could provide another third of 


the nation’s energy needs in the 
1990s, 
He said the m a jo r problem 
was to provide sufficient fuel 
now at econom ically competi­ 
tive prices until such additional 
sources were effectively deve­ 
loped and that coal 
was the 
answer provided other meas­ 
ures were taken.

Moon Landrieu,

Fluorocarbons In Half 
Of All Aerosol Cans 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Are 
you contributing to erosion of 
E arth’s vital ozone radiation 
barrier every time you squirt 
an 
aerosol 
can 
using 
a 
nontoxic, 
nonflammable 
gas 
called a fluorocarbon7 
Some scientists say yes and 
some say they don’t know. As a 
result, said Sen Dale Bumpers, 
D-Ark., Congress and federal 
regulatory agencies are faced 
with an almost hopeless delim- 
ma. 
More than half of all the 
spray cans used in the United 
States, including hair sprays, 
deodorants, 
room 
fresheners 
and insecticides, use fluorocar­ 
bons as propellants. Almost all 
refrigerators and air condition 
ing systems use the man-made 
gases, most commonly known 
as Freon. 
Fluorocarbons 
mushroomed 
into wide use in the past 25 
years. They were a technologi­ 
cal marvel. 
But in June, 1974, Drs. F.S. 
Rowland and Mario Molina, 
chemists at the University of 
California at Irvine, suggested 
the 
gases 
were 
causing 
a 
complex 
reaction 
that 
de­ 
stroyed ozone in the stratos­ 
phere. 
They 
predicted 
this 
would result in a 7 to 13 per 
cent ozone reduction in a few 
decades. 
Ozone, a molecular cousin of 
oxygen, forms a layer IO to 30 
miles high that filters out most 
of the sun’s harmful ultraviolet 
radiation. It is believed that for 
every I per cent loss of that 
ozone, the increased ultraviolet 
radiation would cause a 2 per 
cent increase in skin cancer. 
More disturbing 
to 
many 
scientists 
are 
the 
possible 
consequences to plant life and 
global weather. 
“The theory we are dealing 
with, 
if 
it 
is 
proved, 
is 
devastating in its implications,” 
Bumpers said midway through 
seven days of testimony by 28 
scientists, government officials 
and industry spokesmen at a 
Senate space sciences subcom­ 
mittee hearing he directed 
The hearings ended Tuesday 
with Dr. R J. Cicerone, 
an 


atmospheric scientist from the 
University of Michigan, calling 
for a quick ban on the use of 
“nonessential” fluorocarbons in 
aerosol products. 
He argued 
this would allow more time for 
studying the use of the gases as 
refrigerants. 
Oregon already has enacted a 
ban to become effective in 1977. 
Similar 
national 
action 
has 
been turned down twice by 
federal agencies because not 
enough is known about the 
problem. 
Dr. James C. Fletcher, head 


of the federal space agency 
which is leading the effort to 
get more data, testified he does 
not expect enough data until 
mid 1977. The heads of the 
National 
Science 
Foundation 
and the National Oceanic and 
Atm ospheric A dm inistration 
agreed 
more 
information is 
needed before action is taken. 
That is basically the stand 
taken by the chemical industry 
which makes fluorocarbons and 
the 
aerosol 
industry 
which 
turns 
them 
into 
consumer 
products.
